We  regret  that  lack  of  space  pre- 
cludes further  mention  of  this 
valuable  work,  and  in  lieu  there- 
of quote  a  most  interesting  ac- 
count  of  the  early  Indian  game 
of  -  Ball  Play,'1  which  is  without 
doubt  the  progenitor  of  the  pres- 
ent game,  and  in  all  probability 
was  played  upon  the  very  ridge 
upon  which  Auburn  is  situated. 
If  it  be  true,  as  an  honored  friend 
of  the  College  so  ably  maintains, 
that  this  country  was  discovered 
by  the  Romans,  one  argument 
being  found  in  the  names  of 
many  of  our  rivers,  viz..  Pisca- 
taqua  (pisces,  fish  :  aqua,  water,) 
then  it  takes  no  strong  mind  to 
conclude  that  the  Indian  game 
of  "ball  play"  and  the  American 
game  of  football  are  direct  de- 
scendants of  the  old  gladiatorial 
contests  witnessed  in  the  Roman 
Ampitheatre,  around  which  all 
Roman  life  centered.  So  today 
our  athletic  contests  arrest  the 
attention  of  the  nation,  and  their 
importance  is  becoming  so  great 
as  to  demand  the  serious  contem- 
plation of  our  educators  and  phi- 
losophers. The  quotation  is  as 
follows  : 

"The  Creeks'  most  manly  and 
important  game  was  the  ball 
play.  It  was  the  most  exciting 
and  interesting  game  imaginable, 
and  was  the  admiration  of  all  the 
curious  and  learned  travellers 
who  witnessed  it.  The  warriors 
of  one  town  challenged  those  of 
another,  and  they  agreed  to  meet 
at  one  town  or  the  other,  as  may 
have  been  decided  (Atlanta.) 
For  several  days  previous  to  the 
time  those  who  intended  to  en- 
gage  in  the  amusement  took 
medicine(traiuing)as  though  they 
were  going  to  war.  The  night 
immediately  preceding  w  as  spent 
in  dancing  and  other  ceremo- 
nious preparations.

They  met 
and  soon  became  intermingled 
together,  dancing  and  stamping, 
while  a  dreadful  artillery  of  noise 
and  shouts  went  up  and  rent  the 
air.    (Preck-a-ge-gex — Rah,  rah, 
Georgia  :  who's  all  right?)  An 
awful  silence    then  succeeded. 
(Water!!)    The  player's  retired 
from  each  other,  and  fell  back 
one  bund  rod  ;<^l  fifty  yards  from 
the    centre.    Thus    they  were 
three  hundred  yards  apart.  In 
the    centre    were    erected  two 
poles,  between  which   the  ball 
must  pass  to  count  one.  (Chief 
Tichenor  gets  goal.)    Every  war- 
rior was  provided  with  two  rack- 
ets or  hurls,  of    singular  con- 
struction, resembling  a  ladle  or 
hoop  net  with    handles  nearly 
three  feet  long.    The  handle  was 
of  wood,  and  the  netting  of  the 
thongs  of  rawhide  or  the  tendons 
of  an  animal.  The  play  was  com- 
menced by  a  ball,  covered  with 
buckskin,  being  thrown   in  the 
air.    The  players  rushed  togeth- 
er with  a  mighty  shock,  and  he 
who  caught  the  ball  between  his 
two  rackets  ran  off  with  it  and 
hurled  it  again   in   the  air,  en- 
deavoring to  throw  it  between 
the  poles  in  the  direction  of  the 
town    to    which    he  belonged. 
(What's  the  matter  with  Pttri- 
foy  '{)    They  seized  hold  of  each 
other's  limbs  and  hair,  tumbled 
each  other  ever,  first  trampled 
upon  those  that  were  down,  and 
did  everything  to  obtain  the  ball, 
ami  afterwards  to  make  him  who 
had  it  drop  it  before  he  could 
make  a  successful  throw.  (Thank 
the  Lord  we  live  in  a  more  civi- 
lized  time.)

Our  athaziug  ignorance  of  the 
early  history  of  our  own  country, 
especially  of  the  Indians  who 
roamed  this  very  spot  about  fifty 
years  ago.,  has  kept  from  us  many 
lessons  of  value.  The  ('reek  or 
Muscogee  Indians,  who  were 
more  numerous  in  this  section, 
were  the  most  representative  of 
their  race,  especially  in  their  so- 
cial customs,  rites  and  games, 
and  their  hjstory  is   fully  and 

great  historian,  Albert  K.  1'ick- 
ett,  in  his  famous  History  of 
Alabama,  which  is  considered  by 
the  Professor  of  History  at  Har- 
vard as  the  best  Statu  history  in 
the  Union.  We  commend  this 
book  to  all  young  Alabamians  as 
it  compendium  of  history  aiid  ad- 
venture, it  knowledge  of  which 
is  essential  to  every  one  calling 
himself  a  citizen  of  the  State. 
We  regret  that  hick  of  space  pre- 
cludes  further  mention   of  this 

work,  and  in  lie 
of  quote  ;i  most  interesting  sic 
count  of  the  early  Indian' game 
of  "Ball  Play,"  which  is  without 
doubt  the  progenitor  of  the  pres- 
ent game,  and  in  all  probability 
w/^e-pluyuc!  upon  the  very  ridge 
upon  which  Auburn  is  situated. 
If  it  be  true,  its  an  honored  friend 
of  the  College  so  ably  maintains, 
that  this  country  was  discovered 
by  the  Romans,  one  argument 
being  found  in  the  names  of 
many  of  our  rivers,  viz.,  J'isca- 
taqua  (pisces,  fish  :  aqua,  water,) 
then  it  takes  no  strong  mind  to 
conclude  thai  the  Indian  game 
of  "ball  play"  ttli3  the  American 
game  of  football  are  direct  de- 
scendants of  the  old  gladiatorial 
contests  witnessed  in  the  Roman 
Ampitheatre,'  around  which  til) 
Roman  life  "centered.  So  today 
our  athletic  contests  arrest  the 
attention  of  the  nation,  and  their 
importance  is  becoming  bo  great 
its  to  demand  the  serious  contem- 
plation of  our  educators  mul  phi- 
losophers. The  quotation  is  as 
follows  : 

"The  (JreelcB5  most  manly  and 
important  game  was  the  ball 
play.  It  was  the  most  exciting 
and  interesting  game  imaginable, 
and  wits  the  admiration  of  all  the 
curious  and  learned  travellers 
who  witnessed  it.  The  warriors 
of  one  town  challenged  those  of 
another,  and  they  agreed  to  meet 
at  one  town  or  the  other,  as  may 
have  been  decided  (Atlanta.) 
For  several  days  previous  to  the 
time  those  who  intended  to  en- 
gage in  the  amusement  took 
medicine(traiuing)as  though  they 
were  going  to  war.  The  night 
immediately  preceding  was  spent 
in  dancing  and  other  ceremo- 
nious  preparations.  (If  Auburn- 
Athens  game,  this  is  our  annual 
night  of  prayer.)  On  the  warn- 
ing of  the  play,  they  painted  and 
decorated  themselves.  In  the 
'meantime"  the  news  bad  spread 
abroad  in  the  neighboring  towns, 
which  had  collected  at  the  place 
designated,  and  an  immense  con- 
course of  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren— the  young  and  the  gay,  the 
old  and  the  grave — together  with 
hundreds  of  r ponies,  Indian  mer- 
chandise, extra  wearing  appafel, 
and  various  articles  brought  there 


to  stake  upon  the  result.  (We 
are  at  an  utter  loss  in  accounting 
for  this  last  statement — nothing 
like  it  in  history — hence  it  can 
find  no  parallel  in  our  present 
game.  The  \yn-d  "stake,"  how- 
ever, strongly^  recalls  the  train- 
ing table,  ami  from  this,  as  a 
basis,  we  may,  in  time,  offer  a 
literal  translation  of  those  mys- 
terious words.) 

"The  players  were  nearby  all 
naked,  wearing  only  a  piece  of 
."^Jtfhe  calk-,!  -*«-p.;-  v  ,r  <•  -prc- 
sume  this  was  a  nose  protector.) 
They  advanced  towards  the  im- 
mense .plain  upon  which  they 
were  presently  to  exhibit  aston- 
ishing feats  ol'strength  and  agil- 
ity. From  eighty  to  a  hundred 
men  were  usually  on  u  side. 
They  now  approached  each  other, 
and  were  first  seen  at  the  dis- 
tance of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  apart, 
but  their  war  songs  and  yells  had 
previously  been  heard.  (We're 
the  Alabama  boys  that  fear  no

uburn,  Auturn  is  our  cry.) 
Intense  cxcijYiient  and  anxiety 
were  depicteUiipon  the  counte- 
nances of  tbe'mmense  throng  of 
spectators.  Ptesently  the  parties 
appeared  in  full  trot,  as  if  about 
to  encounter  fiercely  in  tight. 
(Coming  on  the  field.)  They  met 
and  soon  became  intermingled 
together,  dancing  and  stamping, 
while  a  dreadful  artillery  of  noise 
and  shouts  went  up  and  rent  the 
air.  (Preck-a-ge-gex— Rah,  rah, 
Georgia ;  who's  all  right?)  An 
awful  silence-  then  succeeded. 
(Water !  !)  The  players  retired 
from  each  other,  and  fell  "Back 
one  hundred  aod  fifty  yards  from 
the  centre.  "Thus  they  were 
three  hundred  yards  apart.  In 
the_  centre  were  '  erected  two 
poles,  between  which  the  ball 
must  passjto  count  one.  (Chief 
Tichenor  gets  goal.)  Every  war- 
rior was  provided  with  two  rack- 
ets or  burls,  of  singular  con- 
struction, resembling  a  ladle  or 
hoop  net  with  handles  nearly 
three  feet  long.'  The  handle  was 
of  wood,  and  the  netting  of  the 
thongs  of  rawhide  or  the  tendons 
of.au  animal.  The  play  was  com- 
menced by  a  ball,  covered  with 
buckskin,  being  thrown  in  the 
air.  The  players  rushed  togeth- 
er with  it  mighty  shock,  and  be 
who  caught  the  ball  between  his 
two  -rackets  ran  off.  with  it  and 
burled  it  again  in  the  air,  en- 
deavoring to  throw  it  between 
the  poles  in  the  direction  of  the 
town  to  which  he  belonged. 
(What's  the  matter  with  I'tiri- 
foy  '!)  They  seized  hold  of  each" 
other's  limbs  and  hair,  tumbled 
each  other  over,  first  trampled 
upon  those  that  were  down,  ami 
did  everything  to  obtain  the  ball, 
and  afterwards  to  make  him  who 
bad  it  drop  it  before  he  could 
make  a  successful  throw.  (Thank 
the  Lord  we  live  in  a  more  civi- 
lized time.)  The  game  was 
usually  from  twelve  to  twenty. 
(It  will  be  worse  than  that  next 
week.)  It  was  kept  up  for  hours, 
and  during  the  time  the  players 
used  the  greatest  exertions,  ex- 
hibited the  most  infatuated  devo- 
tion to  their  side,  were  often 
severely  hurt,  and  sometimes 
killed,  in  the  rough  and  unfeel- 


ing scramble  which  prevailed.  It 
sometimes  happened  that  the  in- 
habitants of  a  town  gained  away 
all  their  ponies,  jewels,  and  wear- 
ing apparel,  even  stripping  them- 
selves, upon  the  issue  of  the  ball 
play.  (We  pass  again.)  In  the 
meantime  the  women  were  con- 
stantly on  the  alert  with  vessels 
and  gourds  filled  with  water, 
watching  every  opportunity  to 
supply  the  players."  (With  us 
they  are  in  the  grand  stand  using 
^Wrf  voices'  ~^tU^Tii\Trcrff^Trfm'=- 
ion,  and  supplying  the  team  with 
their  whole  stock  of  enthusiasm. 
Boys,  pop  the  question  at  a  foot- 
ball game  and  you  get  her — if 
her  side  wins.)

Websterian  Society. 

In  keeping  with  the  unparal- 
leled opening  of  the  college,  the 
Websterian  Society  began  its 
session's  work  under  the  mos; 
favorable  auspices  Many  of 
its  old  and  valiant  men  re- 
turned to  do  good  service  in  its 
cfinse  and  to  gain  additional  »..- 
perience  in  oratory  and  debate, 
as  well  as  to  increase  their  gen- 
eral store  of  knowledge  by  con- 
tract with  each  other.  The 
world  today  in  all  its  depart- 
ments is  co-operative  and  no  one 
can  aftord  to  stand  aloof  from 
the  personal  influences  and  edu- 
cating forces  which  exist  every 
where  about  him.  In  addition 
to  the  specific  objects  for  which 
they  are  organized,  our  literary 
societies  otter  a  large  and  useful 
contact  with  men  of  different 
views  and  thinking  men  from 
different  sections  of  the  country, 
possessed  of  wide  and  varied  in- 
formation; they  offer  an  acquaint- 
ance with  men,  manners  and 
customs,  both  of  present  and 
future  value,  that  can  be  gotten 
in  connection  with  no  other  col- 
lege organization.  Their  broad, 
fair  field  and  no  favors  otters  the 
widest  horizon  for  honest,  inde- 
pendent, actual  eftort;  and  all 
other  efforts,  boosted  up  by  the 
reputation  of  this  or  that  organi- 
zation which  is  insignificant 
if  analyzed  individually,  must 
sooner  or  later  fall  to  the  ground.

There  is  is  no  reason  whatever 
why  the  societies  should  not 
enjoy  more  than  usual  prosperity 
this  season,  and  this  is  assured 
by  an  economy  of  time  on  the 
student's  part  by  keeping  their 
courses  of  study  clear  cut  and 
free  from  the  many  disturbing 
influences  and  valueless  con- 
nections incident  upon  college 
life.  Join  the  Websterian  or 
Wirt  Society,  and  get  into  the 
fray.

History  and  Football. 

Our  amazing  ignorance  ot  the 
early  history  of  our  own  country, 
especially  of  the  Indians  who 
roamed  this  very  spot  about  fifty 
years  ago,  has  kept  from  us  many 
lessons  of  value.  The  Creek  or 
Muscogee  Indians,  who  were 
more  numerous  in  this  section, 
were  the  most  representative  of] 
their  race,  especially  in  their  so- 
cial customs,  rites  and  games, 
and  their  history  is  fully  and 
charmingly  written  by  Alabama's 
great  historian.  Albert  E.  Pick- 
ett, in  his  famous  History  of 
Alabama,  which  is  considered  by 
the  Professor  of  History  at  Har- 
vard as  the  best  State  history  in 
the  Onion.  We  commend  this 
book  to  all  young  Alabamians  as 
a  compendium  of  history  and  ad- 
venture, a  knowledge  of  which 
is  essential  to  every  one  calling 
himself  a  citizen  of  the  State. 
We  regret  that  lack  of  space  pre- 
cludes further  mention  of  this 
valuable  work,  and  in  lieu  there- 
of quote  a  most  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  early  Indian  game 
of  "Ball  Play,"  which  is  without 
doubt  the  progenitor  of  the  pres- 
ent game,  and  in  all  probability 
was  played  upon  the  very  ridge 
upon  which  Auburn  is  situated. 
If  it  be  true,  as  an  honored  friend 
of  the  College  so  ably  maintains, 
that  this  country  was  discovered 
by  the  Romans,  <>ne  argument 
being  found  in  the  names  of 
many  of  our  rivers,  viz.,  Pisca- 
taqua  (pisces,  fish  :  aqua,  water,) 
then  it  takes  no  strong  mind  to 
conclude  that  the  Indian  game 
of  "ball  play'*  and  the  American 
o-ame  of  football  are  direct  de- 
scendants of  the  old  gladiatorial 
contests  witnessed  in  the  Roman 
Ampitheatre,  around  which  all 
Roman  life  centered.  So  today 
our  athletic  contests  arrest  the 
attention  of  the  nation,  and  their 
importance  is  becoming  so  great 
as  to  demand  the  serious  contem- 
plation of  our  educators  and  phi- 
losophers. The  quotation  is  as 
follows  : 

"The  ('reeks'  most  manly  aud 
important  game  was  the  ball 
play.  It  was  the  most  exciting 
and  interesting  game  imaginable, 
and  was  the  admiration  of  all  the 
curious  and  learned  travellers 
who  witnessed  it.  The  warriors 
of  one  town  challenged  those  of 
another,  and  they  agreed  to  meet 
at  one  town  or  the  other,  as  may 
have  been  decided  (Atlanta.) 
For  several  days  previous  to  the 
time  those  who  intended  to  en- 
gage in  the  amusement  took 
medicine(training)as  though  they 
were  going  to  war.  The  night 
immediately  preceding  was  spent 
in  dancing  and  other  ceremo- 
nious preparations.  (If  Auburn- 
Athens  game,  this  is  our  annual 
night  of  prayer.)  On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  play  they  painted  and 
decorated  themselves.  In  the 
meantime  the  news  had  spread 
abroad  in  the  neighboring  towns, 
which  had  collected  at  the  place 
designated,  and  an  immense  con- 
course of  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren—the young  and  the  gay,  the 
old  and  the  grave— together  with 
hundreds  of  ponies,  Indian  mer- 
chandise, extra  wearing  apparel, 
and  various  articles  brought  there 


to  stake  upon  the  result  (We 
are  at  an  utter  loss  in  accounting 
for  this  last  statement — nothing 
like  it  in  history— hence  it  can 
rind  no  parallel  in  our  present 
game.  The  word  "stake,"  how- 
ever, strongly  recalls  the  train- 
ing table,  and  from  this,  as  a 
basis,  we  may.  in  time,  offer  a 
literal  translation  of  those  mys- 
terious words.) 

"  The  players   were  nearly  all 
naked,  wearing  only  a  piece  of 
cloth  called  a  -tlap."    (We  pre- 
sume this  was  a  nose  protector.) 
They  advanced  towards  the  im- 
mense plain  upon   which  they 
were  presently  to  exhibit  aston- 
ishing feats  of  strength  and  agil- 
ity.   From  eighty  to  a  hundred 
men   were  usually  on    a  side. 
They  now  approached  each  other, 
and  were  first  seen   at  the  dis- 
tance of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  apart, 
but  their  war  songs  and  yells  had 
previously  been   heard.  (We're 
the  Alabama  boys  that  fear  no 
barm,    etc. — Who  Rah  Rah. — 
Auburn,  Auburn    is    our  cry.) 
Intense  excitement  and  anxiety 
were  depicted  upon  the  counte- 
nances of  the  immense  throng  of 
spectators.    Presently  the  parties 
appeared  in  full  trot,  as  if  about 
to  encounter  fiercely  in  tight. 
(Coming  on  the  field.)   They  met 
and  soon  became  intermingled 
together,  dancing  and  stamping, 
while  a  dreadful  artillery  of  noise 
and  shouts  went  up  and  rent  the 
air.    (Preck-a-ge-gex — Rah,  rahi 
Georgia:  who's  all  right?)  An 
awful  silence    then  succeeded 
(Water  !  !)    The  players  retiree 
from  each  other,  and  fell  back 
one  hundred        fifty  yards  fronij 
the    centre.    Thus    they  were 
three  hundred  yards  apart.  In 
the    centre    were    erected  two 
poles,   between   which   the  ball 
must  pass  to  count  one.  (Chief 
Tichenor  gets  goal.)    Every  war- 
rior was  provided  with  two  rack- 
ets or  hurls,  of    singular  con- 
struction, resembling  a  ladle  or 
hoop  net  with    handles  nearly 
three  feet  long.    The  handle  was 
of  wood,  and  the  netting  of  the 
thongs  of  rawhide  or  the  tendons 
of  an  animal.  The  play  was  com- 
menced by  a  ball,  covered  with 
buckskin,  being  thrown   in  the 
air.    The  players  rushed  togeth- 
er with  a  mighty  shock,  and  he 
who  caught  the  ball  between  bis 
two  rackets  ran  off  with  it  and 
hurled  it  again  in  the  air,  en- 
deavoring to  throw  it  between 
the  poles  in  the  direction  of  the 
town    to    which    he  belonged. 
(What's  the  matter  with  Puri- 
foy  ?)    They  seized  hold  of  each 
other's  limbs  aud  hair,  tumbled 
each  other  over,  first  trampled 
upon  those  that  were  down,  and 
did  everything  to  obtain  the  ball, 
and  afterwards  to  make  him  who 
had  it  drop  it  before  he  could 
make  a  successful  throw.  (Thank 
the  Lord  we  live  in  a  more  civi- 
lized  time.)     The    game  was 
usually  from  twelve  to  twenty. 
(It  will  be  worse  than  that  next 
week.)   It  was  kept  up  for  hours, 
and  during  the  time  the  players 
used  the  greatest  exertions,  ex- 
hibited the  most  infatuated  devo- 
tion to  their  side,  were  often 
severely  hurt,    and  sometimes 
killed,  in  the  rough  and  unfeel- 


ing scramble  which  prevailed.  It 
sometimes  happened  that  the  in- 
habitants of  a  town  gamed  away 
all  their  ponies,  jewels,  and  wear-

Looking  from  the  back  portico 
of  the  main  building,  where  tour 
years  ago  a  rugged,  undulating 
slope,  bordered  by  a  rough  board 
fence,  met  the  eye,  he  now  be- 
holds a  smooth  and  level  drill- 
ground,  part  of  which  is  especial- 
ly set  apart  for  athletics,  while 
Upon  its  far  border,  instead  of 
the  old  board  fence,  one  sees  a 
neat  and  picturesque  budding 
which  constitutes  our  new  gym- 
nasium.

Inter-Si  ato  Oratorical  Contest. 

A  very  interesting  event  in 
OoUege  life  is  the  annnal  inter- 
collegiate contest  in  oratory  held 
ouch  snmmer  in  Talladega  under 
the  management  of  the  Alabama 
Chatauqua  Assembly. 

The  sec.  mil  contest  occurred 
on  July  8th,  and  we  are  delight- 
ed to  chronicle  that  Auburn  was 
again  victorious,  F.  L.  Tate,  '96, 
bearing  oil' the  honors  of  the  oc- 
casion, and  thus  again  putting 
the  Polytechnic  at  the  bead  of 
the  list. 

The  occasion  is  one  full  of 
pleasure  and  interest,  calling 
forth  tremendous  enthusiasm.  On 
the  recent  occasion  College  colors 
were  gaily  in  evidence  on  every 
side,  and  the  amphitheatre  rang 
with  shouts  as  ear-splitting  as  at 
any  loot  ball  match.  Fully 
twelve  hundred  persona  were 
present,  and  no  event  on  the  As- 
sembly  programme  aroused  halt 
so  keen  an  interest,  not  only 
among  College  partisans,  but  the 
entire  audience. 

The  subject  of  debate  was  a 
live  one,  and  attracted  interest 
from  the  start.  It  was:  "lie- 
solved,  That  a  property  and  an 
educational  qualification  should 
he  required  for  the  right  to  vote." 

Auburn  and  Greensboro  cham- 
pioned the  affirmative,  Howard 
and  Tuscaloosa  the  negative. 

Tate  led  oil— (a  little  trying 
position  perhaps) — and  soon  had 
the  audience  with  him,  closing 
amid  most  hearty  applause.  Every 
Auburn  man  present — (and  there 
were  scores  of  them) — felt  proud 
of  his  effort. 

The  committee  of  judges  con- 
sisted of  leading  clergymen  and 
professors  from  several  Southern 
States,  and  their  decision  for  the 
affirmative  was  greeted  cordially 
by  the  entire  audience. 

We  trust  that  this  contest  is  a 
fixed  event,  for  we  are  certain 
that  it  stimulates  in  a  very  whole- 
some way  the  literary  societies  of 
all  the  Colleges  that  are  engaged 
in  it. 

We  have  just  learned  with 
pleasure  that  the  field  of  this 
contest  will  probably  soon  be  ex- 
tended. Mr.  John  Temple 
(i raves,  the  celebrated  Southern 
orator,  suggests  in  an  admirable 
article  i  n  the  Atlanta  J  on  rual  of  re- 
cent date, that  the  leading  South- 
ern Colleger,  shall,  after  the  man- 
ner of  all  the  Western  Colleges, 
form  an  interstate  oratorical  eon- 
test.  The  main  points  of  his  sug- 
gestions are  that  the  Colleges  of 
each  State,  as  for  two  years  the 
Alabama  Colleges  have  done, 
shall  meet  in  intercollegiate  de- 
bate. The  successful  competitors 
ot  these  State  contests,  it  is  sug- 
gested, shall  then  meet  in  the 
Grand  Opera  House  in  Atlanta, 
and  there,  as  it  were,  on  the 
sands  not  of  the  arena  hut  of  the 
forum,  have  a  battle  royal  of  or- 
atory. We  think  the  plan  a  cap- 
ital one.  The  old  Greeks,  whom 
we  emulate  in  our  sports,  loved 
athletic  contests,  but  they  loved 
the  clash  of  mind  with  mind  as 
well,  and  at  the  Olympic  games 
it  was  not  unusual  for  the  same 
brow  to  wear  the  crown  of  the 
poet  and  of  the  warrior  as  well 
as  of  the  athlete. 


Let  Wirts  and  Websterians 
look  to  Auburn's  laurels  for  the 
coming  year.  It  is  pleasant  news 
that  interest,  in  the  societies  has 
largely  increased  this  year.
